Slowdown in

The pace of Dr. Kissinger’s Israel-Syria dis- 
engagement talks slowed yesterday as the Israel 
Cabinet grappled for over three hours with the various 


suggestions raised by the 


US. Secretary of State. 


With public and political pressure against any 
withdrawal beyond the “purple line” steadily mount- 
ing, and with the Golan war of attrition continuing 
unabated, the Ministers reached no operative decisions 
at all — beyond the decision to empower the negotiat- 
ing team under Prime Minister Golda Meir to continue 


the talks. 


Cabinet sources said that sev- 
eral more Cabinet sessions would 
be convened in the course of the 
week for the negotiating team to 
report on further developments — 
and for new decisions should they 


become Ἢ 

Dr. Kissinger returning to Is- 
reel today to be briefed on the 
sense of the Cabinet's .deliberations. 
He will continue to Damascus for 
another session with President Ha- 
fez Assad. 

‘Yesterday morning, the Secretary 
and his aides held a four-hour dis- 
cussion with the full Israel negoti- 
ating team. An army helicopter 
landed outside the Prime Minister's 
Office during the meeting carrying 
sheaves of detailed maps and charts 
of the Golan area, which were taken 
into the session. 

After the meeting, the U.S. party 
left immediately for Ben-Gurion Air~ 
port and thence to Amman. The 
Israeli side lunched briefly and then 
began the Cabinet meeting which 
wound up after five o'clock. 

Cabinet sources stressed after the 
meeting that the Israel Government 
was particularly interested in pre- 
serving the secrecy of the negott- 
ations which were now in a com- 
pletely fluid state. The Cabinet ses- 
sion had therefore been classified 
as 8. meeting of the Ministerial 
Security Committee, blanketing the 
deliberations in a veil of secrecy.

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko yesterday flew into Da- 
Mascus as U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger arrived in Amman 
for an overnight. 

In contrast to previous reports, 
Soviet diplomats in Damascus said 
yesterday that Gromyko would stay 
in the Syrian capital for three days 


— an indication that he might see 
Kissinger there today or tomorrow. 


The Secretary was expected to 
go on to Damascus later today 
after returning to Israel from Am- 
man to receive Jerusalem's reply 
on disengagement with Syria. 

There was speculation that Gro- 
myko came to Damascus to per- 
suade Syria to restore the cease- 
fire, which would facilitate Dr. Kis- 
singer's negotiations with Jerusalem 
and Damascus for a disengagement 
accord. 

In Damascus, Gromyko stated 
that a complete Israeli withdrawal 
to the pre-1967 frontiers was an 
“important factor” in a Middle 
East settlement. “The rest must 
be considered side issues,” he added. 


Informed sources at the Beirut 
offices of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization yesterday said that 
Gromyko was expected to confer 
in Damascus with Fatah chief 
Yasser Arafat. They said that the 
terrorists would discuss the PLO 
claim to the West Bank and the 
Baca 2.7ip. 

One of Arafat's top aides, Farouk 
Kaddoumi (Abu Lutuf), yesterday 
said that the PLO had rejected a 
Jordanian offer for joint political 
action for a settlement with Israel 
concerning the West Bank. Kad~ 
doumi said the terrorist leadership 
would resist any pressure by any 
Arab state, including Egypt, to 
make the PLO cooperate with Jor- 
dan. 
Jordan's wish for ἃ military di- 
sengagement with Israel and the 
future of the West Bank were seen as 
the main topics discussed between 
Kung Hussein and Dr. Kissinger. 
But nothing tangible was expected 
to emerge before the question of 
disengagement between Syria and 
Israel is settled.

‘Ma'ariv” had neglected to mention 
this regulation in ‘Friday's news 
item. He added that the question of

Knesset in the form of a parlia- 
mentary question to the Foreign 
Minister — “but despite this pub- 
Iicity, I have never been asked by 
any authorized body for an explana- 
tion.” 

The former ambassador added 
that he had received a legal opinion 
that the money he had earned ab- 
road was not subject to Israel in- 
come tax, 

The spokesman of the State 
Revenue Administration confirmed 
to The Jerusalem Post last night, 
that “Rebin does not owe any in- 
Come tax on those earnings.” 

The spokesman explained that the 
tax law obliges an Israeli to pay 
meome tax in this country only on 
earnings paid here, on earnings paid 
abroad by an Israeli source, and on 
earnings for work ‘conmected with 
his recognized occupation. 

Mordechai Werthheimer, a high 
official of the Civil Service Commis- 
ston, sald: “To date, we have not 
been asked to rule on the propriety 
of this {the former Ambassador's 
accepting payment for speaking en- 
gagements ‘before social groups}. 
Newspaper reports — whether ac- 
curate or inaccurate — are not the 
bases of investigations by the Civil 
Service Commission.” 

‘He said a Commission examina- 
tion into a civil servant's compliance 
or non-compliance with the Civil 
Service Regulations could ‘be ini- 
tiated at the request of the Min- 
istry involved; in the case of Mr.

who gave his name as Eliezer, said 
the Golan settlements were a Zionist 
and national challenge, as well as 2 
security undertaking.

UK says details 
of withdrawal 
‘for negotiation’ 


on Israel to withdraw from all the 
eccupied territories.

As regards the territorial issue, 
the source maintained that the Ca- 
binet was unanimous in its firm 
intent that no Golan settlement be 
abandoned or left inadequately de- 
fended. The source did not rule out, 
however, some marginal flexibility 
along the “purpie line.” He stressed, 
though, that unless and until Syria 
egreed to the kind of provisions 
that would make for a secure di- 
sengagement it was premature to 
discuss—and certainly to take deci- 
sions on — the territorial aspects 
of the settlement.

“We are aware of the dangers 
that may be in store for us from 
the Syrians.

But we are ready to face this 
future, because if we don't, the Sy- 
rians will eventually gain control 
over the whole Golan and additional 
areas as well,” he said.

At another emergency meeting, at 
Moshav Ramot in the Golan, settlers 
from the Golan and other adminis- 
tered areas — including Etzion, Kir- 
Arha, Pit’hat Rafiah and Sinai 
— issued a call against withdrawal 
from any of the areas. They resolv- 
ed to contact Knesset Members fa- 
vourable to their cause, and to call 
on Jewish youth in Israel and abroad 
to volunteer for settlement in the 


areas. 
This morning, the settlers of 
northern Golan will hold another 
meeting with the Upper Galilee Dis- 
trict Council at Kiryat Shmona.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — « nation-wide drive 
to discover the ts of an ésti- 
mated 1,000 autistic children’ 
some of whom are believed to be in 
homes for retarded children, or just 
kept at home semi-hidden from the 
public — was launched yesterday 
by the newly-formed National So- 

elety for Autistic Children. 
Statistical surveys made abroad 
and which are applicable to Israel 
indicate that there may be be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,500 such children 
in this country. Only 200 are known, 
and only about 150 are receiving 
appropriate education, the prese was 


‘Prof. 5. Kulesar, psychiatric ad- 
viser at Tel Hashomer hospital, 
Noted that the condition was diag- 
nosed for the first time 30 years 
ago. Autistic children are “with- 
drawn from the regal world,” have 
severe speech disturbances, often 
mix up the words in sentences or 
even echo things said by others, and 
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‘Search for 1:1 000 


autistic children 


are unable to use common instru- 
ments, such as a scissors, 

Medical authorities differ on the 
cause Of these disturbances, but ap- 
parently there seems to he some 
“minimal brain damage.” at any 
rate, surveys abroad show that only 
one to two per cent recover 
completely, but another 10-15 per 
cent can be taught to speak and 
toe perform to a degree which will 
make them self-sufficient. The re- 
mainder require permanent care 
despite the progress they may make. 


The society is trying to enrol as 
many members as possible, go that 
they can tackle their problems joint- 
jy. It wants to open more training 
units for the children and enlarge 
the scope of the present units in 
Tel Hashomer, Ness Ziona, Jeru- 
salem and Bait. 


There ig a desperate need for 
homes to care for the children after 
the age of 12 when they are dis- 
charged from existing institutions 
to make room for younger ones. 


Allon denies blame for failure 
: to protect Munich sportsmen 


Deputy Prime Minister Yigal 
Allon asserted last week that had 
the blunders of the Yom Kippur 
war fallen under his jurisdiction, 
“I would have assumed ful) min- 
isterial responsibility and drawn the 
necessary conclusions at the time.” 

The Minister seid this in a letter 
received here last week by the 


‘parents of one of the Israeli sports- 


men killed in the Munich massacre 
in September, 1972. The couple, 
Ludwig and Henrietta Weinberger, 
parents of the late Moshe Weinher- 
ger, had wired Alion last month, 
asking him why he hadn't assumed 
responsibility for the failure to 
adequately protect the Israeli sports- 
men, since their participation in 
the Munich Olympics had come 
under his jurisdiction, as Minister 
of Education and Culture.° 

“I regret,” Allon wrote, “that 
you have made a basic error... The 
responsibility for the safety of any 
delegation sent abroad does not fall 
on the Minister under whose aegis 
the delegation is sent. For this 
reason the vartous ministries are 
not provided with the necessary 
means in this sphere.” 


Mr, Allon added that he was no 
more responsible for the security of 
the Israeli Olympic sportsmen than 
the Minister of Agriculture was res-

‘Syria will spend 
£100m. on UK arms’ 


LONDON {1:4}. — The “Sun- 
day Times” reports that Syria 
has approached Britain for the 
purchase of some £100m. worth 
of arms, including tanks, radar, 
electronic devices and highly so- 
Phisticated accessories. 

. “Like the Egyptians, the Sy- 
rians have so far depended en- 
tirely on Russia for their arms, 
but they now wish to lessen their 
dependence on the Russians and 
RIT] gradually to the West,” the 
London newspaper reports.

‘Recently Russia began ship- 
ments of planes, tanks, artillery 
end missiles to Syria at an un- 
precedented rate, but the Syrians 
have made it clear that all their 
needs have not been met They 
have a taste for Western equip- 
ment, particularly British.

. MEN ‘BURN’ WHEN BOMB MISFIRES 
Americans teach Egyptians 
how to defuse Canal area 


CAIRO (AP). — “Burn” yelled an 
American army officer as he dived 
into the sand behind an Egyptian 
truck. 

After hearing his warning and the 
low whistle of a bomb fragment 
hurtling toward them, the 50 Egyp- 
tian and American army men dived 
with him. 

“That wasn’t supposed to hap- 
pen,” an American explosives ex- 
pert said, dusting the sand of 
Egypt’s desert from his fatigues. 

The Americans are part of a 
multi-million dollar U.S. effort to 
help Egypt defuse the banks and 
waters of the Suez Canal from the 
explosive garbage of two Arab-Isra- 
eli wars — a new role for them. 

The American instructors are 
bringing the Egyptians the secrets 
and materiais for so-called “low- 
order” explosions designed to des- 
troy just a small part of a bomb, 
leaving the rest open for easy de- 
fusing. But when the two-kilo frag- 
ment came hurtling toward the 
cluster of soldiers, it meant that the 
low-order detonation had set off 
more of the 250-kilo bomb than was 
intended. 

It is not known just how many 
pieces of unexploded mines and 
bombs are lying in the desert 
around the Canal — some estimate 
there are more than one million — 
but Egypt's plans to build resort 
towns, new industries and new Ca- 
nal bank cities cannot procend until 
the land is cleared. 

Saturday was the third day of 
the U.S. army’s 25-day detonation 
course being given to Egyptian of- 


ficers and the first chance for the crop 


Egyptian engineers to try out the 
new American techniques. 
The 16 American instructors stood 


by as the Egyptians, many with- the 


four months of experience clearing ~ 


explosives to the American and Is- 
raell bombs found near the Canal. 

“It's their day. We're just here 
for the safety factor, to make sure 
they don't do anything thet will 
blow themselves up,” said a 15-year 
veteran nwith the army detonation 
units. 

After setting off the bombs, the 
Americans and thelr Bgyptian pu- 
pils climbed back through the de- 
sert to study the remains and to 
come up with new methods of de- 
tonating the same bomb the next 
time they meet it. 

One bomb wag neatly shattered, 
another fully intact after an explo- 
sive aimed at it from-a few metres 
distance missed the nose of a third 
neatly blown off, and 8 fourth still 
buried in the sand, 


The Egyptian officers, most of 
them university trained and able to 
speak and read English, will train 
their own soldiers in the American 
techniques after completing the 
course. The American army men, 
who total about 95, will stay on as 
advisers as the clearing continues. 

The army is also running a mine- 
detonation school near Ismailia, 
midway on the Suez Canal, provid- 
ing the Egyptian officers with new 
American tools as well as American 
techniques of hunting land mines. 

U.S. navy helicopters are sweep- 
ing mines from the Canal, and navy 
frogmen are training Egyptian div- 
ers in underwater detonation. ΑἹ- 
together, some 1,000 American ser- 
vicemen are assigned to the Canal 
clearing force. 


‘Ethiopia took two years to 
act on drought disaster’ 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — A 
new U.N. report shows that Ethio- 
pia's disastrous drought, a major 
factor in the recent political up- 
heaval there, had gone on for more 
than two years before the govern- 
ment did anything to counteract it. 
The 25-page report from the U.N. 
Development Programme discloses 
that the drought started in 1971 
and government planning to deal 
with it started in March 1973. 
News of sub-normal rains and 
failures in seven provinces in 
1971 travelled slowly “because of 
the remoteness of several areas and 
the Problems of communications,”

Sir, — I was pleased to read thet 
Israel will have its own “Nobel 
Prize” Foundation which will even 
more strongly link the name of 
Israel to international science (Ap- 
ril 29). I would iike, however, to 
point out here some possible con- 
sequences of this new prize which 
the sponsors may not have been in 
@ position to consider. 

Tt has often — ‘but not sufficient- 
ly often — been discussed that the 
Israel scientific establishment heavi- 
ly emphasizes basic research instead 
of industrial research, useful re- 
search, mission oriented research, or 
however you may call it. 

Without cl: Precise know- 
ledge, I would estimate that In a 
country such as Switzer! about 
90 per cent of research efforts are 


ee ee ethene is no need to 
Po out t, 23 a consequence, 
the Israel economy does not ‘Denefit 
from the high level of Israeli 
science as much as it could To a 
large extent this state of affairs 
can be explained by the Jewish at- 
titude to basic knowledge and to 
the history of our first scientific 
establishments in this country. It is, 
however, less evident why the se- 
cond generation of scientific insti- 
tutions is following in the footsteps 
of the former amd do not strive to 
correct the anomaly pointed out 
above. The systems of incentives to 


advance in the Israel scientific in- - 


stitutions strongly motivate our best 
selentific brains to invest thelr ef- 
forts in ‘besic research. As a fur- 
ther consequence, we have a posi- 
tive selection of talent going to ba- 
sic research and 8 negative selec- 
tion of talent going to industry. 

I see some danger that the gla- 
mour attached to Israel's science by 
Israel's own ‘Nobel prize” (the Wolf 
prize) will help to increase the 
tendencies described above, 

‘This need not necesgarily be so. 
In fact, the new prize could serve 
to correct matters in the right direc- 


tion. This wHI strongly depend on 
the statutes of the new foundation. 
Τὰ order to give motivation to Is- 
rael scientists (who form a part of 
the field of candidates) to devote 
their efforts to applied research of 
a pioneering nature, I propose that
